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WAR TREATIES 
OF GERMANS TO 
BE, RENOUNCED

Conventions Negotiated with 
Warring and Neutral Nations 
Are of No Effect 


PARIS, April 28.—(A.P.)—One of 
the eleventh hour questione await- 
Ing decision of the peace conference 
4e the validity of treaties concluded 
by Germany during the war. 

A clause which has been approved 
for insertion in the treaty provides 
that Germany shall renounce all ad- 
vantages from the treaties of Brest~ 
Litovsk and Bucharest, and an ad- 
ditional sentence {a still before the 
council of three, which provides for 
a similar renunciation of “All treaties 
coneuded by Germany since August, 
1, 1914, including those with Poland, 
Finiand and the Baltic provinces.” 

This would operate to terminate 
various telegraphic and other con- 
ventions negotiated with neutral na- 
tions during the war. 


SHOTS EXCHANGED 
BETWEEN POLICE

LAWRENCE, Mass., April 28.— 
Shots were exchanged between the 
police and strike sympathizers during 
disturbances early today in connection 
with the strike of textile operatives.

OTTAWA, April 28.—Petitions are 
being tabled in the commons daily 
praying for the passage of an act by 
parliament prohibiting the manufac- 
ture, importation, transportation or 
sale of alcoholic liquorg for beverage 
purposes, While the majority of these 
petitions come from the English- 
speaking provinces a considerable 
number are tabled by representatives 
of the Province of Quebec. It is un- 
derstood that the government will give 
early consideration to the prohibition 
question, having heard an expression 
of views from its supporters at the 
caucus held on Thursday last.

ITALIANS REINFORCE

GENEVA, April 28.—(A.P.)—The 
battalion of British troops which oc- 
cupied Fiume with the Italians after 
the armistice left Fiume when the 
Italian delegates to the peace confer- 
ence left Paris, according to advices 
from Agram, capital of Croatia and 
Slovonia. 

The reason for this action by the 
British is reported to be a desire to 
avoid friction with the Italian troops. 

The dispatch adds that the Italians 
are reinforcing their troops in Cen- 
tral Istria.

Questions of Telephone Extensions, Salary for Aldermen and Divi- 
sion of City into Wards Are to Be Submitted—Proposed New 
Taxi By-Law Comes up for Consideration When Recommenda- 


tions Are Presented 


A by-law creating a debt of two | 


hundred and sixty thousand dollars 
for further extensions and additions 
to the municipal telephones system; 
the dividing of the city into war\s; 
and the subject of the salary of \e 
members of the council form tie 
basis of the three plebiscites, polling 
for which will be held on Tuesday, 
May 27 next, in Edmonton. This 
date was set by the city council at 
their meeting last night. 

Only one plebiscite will be submit- 
ted to the electors, that of. the salary 
question. The proposition is to pay 
the members of the council ten dol- 
lars each for each meeting attended 
by them during their term of office, 
and for each committee meeting at- 
tended by them the sum ef five dol- 
Jars. This is provided the total sum 
payable to each member shall not be 
greater than One hundred dollars 
monthly and one thousand dollars 
annually, 

The other two plebiscites will be 
submitted to the burgesses. The first 
is the creating of a debt of two hun- 
dred and sixty thousand dollars for 
the purpose of making further ex- 
tensions and additions to the munici- 
pal teiephone system. The division 
of the city into wards is the third 
plebiscite,

CAYS GERMANY 
WON'T GIVE UP 
SAAR REGION 


Copenhagen, Aprit 26-—The president 

of the German National assembly, 
Konstantin Fehrenbach, speaking at 
Freiburg yesterday, said it was very 
possible that a plenary session would 
be convoked to decide regarding the 
signing of a plenary peace treaty, as 
well ag to co-operate in the peace ne- 
gotiations. 

“We are in doubt as to what it 
would mean for the southwestern cor- 
ner of the empire if we refused to 
| sign the peace treaty,” said Herr Feh- 
renbach, “I take it that In any case 
we shall not sign a peace which leaves 
prisoners still in captivity and does 
not bring the raising of the blockade. 
Neither will we sign a peace which 
surrenders the Saar region to our en- 
emies and promises Danzig to the 
Poles. 

“The government and parliament 
lointly beag a tremendous responsi- 

ility, but behind them stands the en-| 
tire German nation, Our enemies 
must know and must penetrate their 
countries, we will not accept any dic- 
tated terms and will not be a*siave 
nation,”

Man Brings Back 
} Medals and Bar From France 


to the 49th before Vimy. Colonel 
Palmer, of the Firty-Niners, wanted 
his regiment to keep up with the 
front of the procession in this detatl, 
and the men got busy. So close to- 
gether were the opposing trenches, 
at thie section that artillery could not 
be used to blast holes in No Man's 
Land, Lieut. Paddy Nolan, of Cal- 
gary; Sergt. McCormick, now back 
in Edmonton, and Pat Cunningham 
were a trio that planned to scout the 
Boche lines and report the feasibility 
of a raid. Cunningham went first, 
seeking a sheltering shell hole, one 
night after the Canadian artillery had 
played on the wire entanglements of 
Fritz. Not one shell hole was found 
until Cunningham was right up 
alongside the German trenches, and 
in the midst of the wire. Flares re- 
vealed Nolan and McCormick to the 
Hune, who cpened up with two ma- 
chine guns and drove them back to 
the home line, where they reported 
that Cunningham was undoubtedly 
dead. For the remainder of that 
night and the entire next day, the 
Boche machine guns sprayed criss- 
eross over the gpot, but in spite of 
this fire and enemy patrols sent out, 
Cunningham lay alongside the enemy 
trenches and escaped detection. On 
the second night he walked down 
the stairway of his home dug-out and 
startled a silent crowd with, “How 
is supper coming along, boys?” 

From the report’obtained as to the 
wire being opened, a party of eight 
49th boys, including Cunningham, 
went out the next night and took 
eight Germans prisoner, and _ this 
without a casualty on the Canadian 
side. 

Pte, Cunningham wi!l go north this 
week to his home in Grouard, It is 
worth noting that out in St. Albert, 
—the birthplace of the soldier—still 
lives his Grandmother Cunningham, 
aged 99 years.

cal concerns in the states, during 
the course of a charce conversa- 
tion they had on a recent train 
journey. It was of great interest 
to Mr. Graham because the Great | 
Western Garment Co, is itself a 
large national advertiser and the 
progressive executive head of that | 
concern is a firm believer in the | 
value of publicity—for his firm | 
and his goods, but not for himself. 

This American told Mr. Graham 
that some years ago he was in- 
duced to buy an inch of space in 
a big national weekly at a cost of 
$225.00 for the one insertion. He 
waited with considerable impa- 
tience the appearance of the issue 
in which his little ad, was to ap- 
pear, It finally came out and he 
said he had to look through the 
paper three times before he could 
find it. That discouraged him at 
the start, because he argued that 
if, having such tremendous per- 
sonal interest in it, ($225.00 was 
a lot of money to him then), he 
could hardly find the ad. it would 
not likely attract many prospec- 
tive buyers. His disappointment 
was increased when several days 
passed and there was no response 
—no one seemed to want to buy his a 


Finally, however, a letter did 
come with an order; then others 
followed and jobbers wrote in 
wanting to handle his goods, until 
finally many hundreds of dollars’ 
worth of business was received in 
response to the one little ad., but 
more important than all, the man- 
ufacturer was convinced of the 
value of consistent and persistent 
advertising and he now spends 
between $150,000 and $200,000 a 
year in advertising, a great deal 
of it in the newspapers.

He is 
being helped efficiently by the 
‘i favorable comments of the Berliu 
papers on his Peace Conference

| ing Italy out of the Conference. 


An Historic Instance. 

The Montreal Standard excuses 
the delays of the Peace Conference 
by references to ‘‘the case of the 
‘‘making of the Treaty of Utrecht, 
‘which closed Queen Anne’s war, 
‘tand ceded to the British Crown 
‘the fair land of Acadia, now 
‘“‘known as Nova Scotia and New 
‘*Brunswick, two years and eight 
‘*months passed between the sign- 


‘‘ing of the preliminaries and the 
“signing of the final,agreement. 
“The Congress of Vienna, which 
‘Cattempted to adjust the affairs 
‘tof Europe after Napoleon’s ag- 
‘* gressions had been brought to an 
“end, took eleven. months for its 
‘*work.’’ 

There is another reference the 
Standard might have made. For 
seven years Frederick the Great 
of Prussia fought France, Russia 
and Austria, for the possession of | 
the former Austrian Province of | 
Silesia. At the end of the seven 
years Prussia was devastated and 
the king almost a fugitive. But 
in the course of the peace negotia- 
tions the allies quarrelled and in 
the end Prussia not only -main- 
tained her own territories and in- 
dependence intact, . but retained 
Silesia, which she still holds. 
There is the gravest danger that 
owing to the policy of delay re- 
sulting from the chasing of rain- 
bows by President Wilson and 
Premier Lloyd George, a like re- 
sult will follow in the present case. 
The sacrifices made by so many 
of the peoples of the civilized 
world deserved a better result at 
the hands of their leaders. 


After War Activities. 

An item from the Ottawa Jour- 
nal-Press which recently appear- 
ed.in The Bulletin stated that the 
British war office had let an en- 
ormous contract for building war 
motors to Sir Robert McAlpine 
& Sons, three months after the 
armistice had been signed; and 
that the huge waste of public 
funds was a political scandal. The 
Journal-Press did not say, but The 
Bulletin is informed, that Premier 
Lloyd George’s eldest son is mar- 
ried to a daughter of Sir Robert 
McAlpine.

The Duties of Sheriff. 

Well authenticated reports are 
in circulation that the execution of 
the murderer, Campbell, was 
bungled. The infliction of the 
death penalty is a terrible respon- 
sibility, and every interest of the 
state and its citizens demands that 
nothing shall occur that adds to 
the necessary horror of the situa- 
tion. It was reported before the 
execution that the man usually em- 
ployed on such occasions, and re- 
cognized as hangman for the Do- 
minion, had arrived to. perform 
his fearful work. If an experienc- 
ed man was employed he must 
certainly have been under some 
deteriorating influence. If the.re- 
gular hangman was employed he 
was either partly drunk or doped. 
If the man who did the work was 
not drunk or doped he was inex- 
perienced or at any rate inefficient. 

The responsibility for inflicting 
the extreme penalty rests on the 
sheriff, or acting sheriff. His con- 
tract is to enforce the penalties of 
the law. If he can hire some one 
else to perform the fearful duty of 
executing a fellow man, he is per- 
mitted to do so. But the contract 
of the public is with him not with 
the man he hires. If the sheriff 
cannot hire an executioner he 
must act himself. The hiring of an 
executioner is a matter between 
himself and the man he hires, with 
which the public have no 
concern. What his _hireling 
does he does. Wherein his 
hireling fails he fails. The pro- 
cesses of law cannot wait or be set 
aside. They must go forward as 
ordered by the court of last resort. 
Excuses are not reasons, In the in- 
fliction of the death penalty there 
is no possible excuse for ‘‘regret- 
table incidents.’’ 


Different in Canada 
and in Paris. 

To protect the alleged rights of 
the Jugo-Slavs President Wilson 
causes the withdrawal of one of 
the four great powers from the 
peace conference, and risks the re- 
establishment of an arrogant and 
militarist Germany, ‘As the Jugo- 
Slavs were of Austrian nationality, 
any members of the race who set- 
tled in Canada and became Cana- 
dian citizens were disfranchised 
by the War Time Elections Act as 
disloyal and not to be trusted 
with the Canadian franchise. Not 
only so, but the campaign now 
being carried on all over the Do- 
minion against ‘‘alien enemies’’ 
as a basis for an After-the-War 
Franchise Act that will re-elect the 
Union government, slates the Jugo 
Slavs for future disfranchisement, 
if not forcible deportation. 

Of course, President Wilson has 
no jurisdiction in Canada. But 
Premier Lloyd George has, It is 
the fact that Premier Lloyd George 
is a consenting party to President 
Wilson’s attitude towards the 
Jugo-Slavs and their claims. So far 
as heard from Premier Borden is 
in the ‘‘me too’’ class on the same 
subject. So we have the Premier 
of Canada in Canada declaring 
that the Jugo-Slavs are so disloyal 
to the Allied cause that Canada 
cannot trust members of that race 
who have become Canadian ¢iti- 
zens with the Canadian franchise. 
And the same premier of Canada 
at the peace conference supporting 
the claims of the new Jugo-Slav

KINMEL CAMP RIOTS 

At Rhyl last week the Flintshire 
coroner, Mr. Liewellyn Jones, resumed 
the inquest on the bodfts of five Can- 
adian soldiers who were killed during 
the rioting at Kimnel Park camp three 
weeks ago. 

Major Ernest Victor Collied, DS O., 
deacribed the steps taken in camp to 
deal with the riots. On receiving in- 
formation that a party which had got 
out of hand In another camp Was ap- 
proaching his camp, he organized pick- 
ets. One picket was held In reserve 
armed with rifles and bayonets. On 
hearing that Camp 20 was being at- 
tacked, he sent two pickets to their 
assistance. Later, going to see what 
was occurring, he saw some men in 
front of the orderly room of No. 20 
camp with a red flag. They were 
being dealt with. Shortly after some 
of the men were advancing and he 
saw they were firing live ammunition. 
Twice they were driven back by, the 
defenders, assisted by the men whom 
he had gent. There was no doubt 
whatever that it was the attacking 
party who atarted firing. One of his 
sergeants had identified a man whom 
he saw on one knee firing in the direc- 
tlon of Pte. Gillen. He might have 
been firing at someone behind Gillen. 
The ringleaders in the riots numbered 
probably 50 or 60 men, and they were 
followed by a large crowd of sight- 
seers. 

The Foreman—Do you attribute the 
riots to drink—I do to a large extent. 
There would have been no riot if there 
had been no drink. I consider drink 
one of the causes, or, perhaps, I might 
correct that and say !t aggravated the 
trouble. 

A Juryman—D1id you know that 
there was any bad feeling likely to 
culminate in this?—I do not; my men 
were perfectly orderly, and so were 
they in the camp next to mine. It did 
not start with us. 

Capt. Edwhrd Douglaa Scott stated 
that a few of the rioters were captur- 
ed. Each had a bottle of whiskey and 
was intoxicated. On hearing that 
there was a possibility df the camp 
being attacked, the commanding offi- 
cer of his camp called a parade that 
morning and cautioned the officers 
nee men against the use of ammuni- 
tion. 

A Juryman—Why did the command- 
ing officer give the order that no ball 
cartridge was to be fired if there was 
none ?—-The men might have had some 
odd rounds which they had brought 
from France. In reply to a further 
question the witness said that he was 
of opinion that the riots were due 
partly to drink and partly to the Rus- 
sian element. 

Major St. George, ussistant provost- 
marshal at Kinmel, said that no person 
had been identified as having killed 
any of the rioters or the defenders, 
Seventy-five prisoners had been ar- 
rested, and most of them would be 
charged with mutiny. The courts- 
martial were all being prepared. The 
leaders had been arrested, notably 
those who carried the red flags. The 
ammunition at the camp was all kept 
in one place, It had never been issued 
and the rioters had never got at it. 

The corner, in summing up, sald that 
it was perfectly clear, after all the evi- 
dence, that it would be impossible for 
the jury to come to a conclusion as to 
whether any individual person was 
liable for the deaths of any of the five 
men, There were contradictions in 
the evidence as to who fired the first 
shot. He had informed the home sec- 
retary that up to the close of the last 
hearing there was no evidence that 
would justify him in saying that there 
was a likelihood of a criminal charge 
having to be preferred against any 
individual, The home office confirmed 
the view he had taken. It was that, 
in view of the fact that there was no 
possibility of a criminal charge, the 
proper course would be to find out the 
cause of death from a medical point 
of view. All the men who took part 
in the disturbance were Canadians, He 
added that there was absolutely no 
ground for the suggestion that the 
military authorities seemed desirous 
of hushing up the matter. 

The jury returned a verdict that the

SUMMER COURSE 
FOR RETURNED 
SOLDIERS HERE 


Classes Will Begin at University 
May 19th, Ending Septem- 
ber 12th 


Arrangements have been completed 
for the summer courses for returned 
soldiers. This summer session will 
open at the University of Alberta, Ed- 
monton, on May 19th next, and will 


continue until September 12th. The 
purpose of this summer school is to 
furnish assietance to men whose 
studies have been interrupted by the 
war that too much time may not be 
lost in getting into regular classes 
again, In some cases men who have 
left school before enlistment are anx- 
fous to resume their studies. Pro- 
vision will be made for these men also 
Returned men everywhere are invited 
to take advantage of this school. 

The school will be so organized to 
give.as far as possible individual in- 
struction, Thus a man may enter 
with almost any attainment and make 
as rapid progress as he is capable of, 
Any returned man who is Interested 
Insimproving his education with the 
idea of continuing in some institution 
in the fall, should write the Depart- 
ment of Education, Edmonton, at once, 

Returned men only will be admitted 
to these courses, The university dor- 
mitories and boarding facilities will 
be available for men who may attend. 
A rate similar to that prevailing dur- 
ing the regular session will be allowed, 
namely $30 per month for both room 
and board, 

The Department of Education will 
furnish tuition in these courses free, 
The session will close in time for 
those qualified to enter the Normal 
school or proceed with university 
work. All likely to attend should ad- 
vise the department at once that all 
courses required may be included in 
the plans, 


ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR THE SALE 
OF WOOL CROP 


W. J. Mark, secretary of the Alber- 
ta provincial Sheep Breederw aanocia- 
tion, is sending out circulars to the 
members of the organization giving 
{netructions as to the shipping of the 
wool this year, Arrangements have 
been made for the e@ale of the wool 
again this year through the Canadian 
Co-operative Wool Growers Associa- 
tion. 

The ciroulare show the growth of 
work since 1915 when the Wool Grow- 
ers of thia section started to market 
their wool co-operatively, In 1915 the 
clip was handled for 28 members, for 
whom 12,788 pounds of wool were 
marketed at an average price of 27 
27cents a pound, In 1916 there were 
102 contributors for whom 652 270 
pounds of wool were @old at an aver- 
age of 30.8 cents. In 1917 there were 
168 contributors for whom 63,922 
pounds were sold at an average of 
69% cents and last year there were 
258 contributors, selling 102,099 
pounds of wool at an average of 60.5 
cents. 

This year the association will furn- 
feh sacks and twine to the members 
at a cost of 85 centw a sack, this in- 
cludes sufficient paper twine to hand- 
le the wool. The wool may be shipped 
to the secretary W. J. Stark of the 
Edmonton Exhibition aasociation com- 
mencing July 14 and will be receiv- 
ed up to July 31, 

The expenses incurred in conduct- 
ing the sale of the wool will be chatg- 
ed against the members and include 
insurance, cost of labor in handiing

Article 19 

The assembly may, from time to 
time, advise the re-consideration by

Article 20, 

The members of the league sever- 
ally, agree that this covenant is ac- 
cepted as abrogating all obligations 
or understandings interse which are 
inconsistent with the terms thereof, 
and solemnly undertake that they will 


not hereafter enter into any engage- 
ments inconsistent with the terms 
therefor. 


In case members of the league 
shall, before becoming members of 
the league, have undertaken any ob- 
ligations inconsistent with the terms 
of this covenant, it shall be the duty 
of such member to take immediate 
steps to procure its release from such 


obligations, 
Article 21, 

Nothing in this covenant shall be 
deemed to affect the yalidity of inter- 
national engagements such as treaties | 
or arbitration or regioual understand- 
ings like the Monroe doctrine for se- 
curing the maintenance of peace. 


Article 22, 

To those colonies and territori+s 
which as a consequence of the late 
war have ceased to be under the sov- 
ereignty of the states which formerly 
governed them and which are inhab- 
ited by peoples not yet able to stand 
by themselves under the strenuous 
conditions of the modern world, there 
would be applied the principle that | 
the well-being and development of | 
such peoples form a sacred trust of 
civilization and that securities for the 
performance of this trust should ba 
embodied In this covenant, 

The best method of giving practical 
effect to this principle is that the 
tutelage of such peoples be entrusted 
to advanced nations who, by reason 
of their resources, their experience or 
their geographical position, can un- 
dertake best this responsibility, and 
who are willing to accept it, and that 
this tutelage should be exercised by 
them as mandatories on behalf of the 
league. 

The character of the mandate must 
differ according to the stage of the 
development of the people, the geo- | 
graphical situation of the territory, 
its economic condition and other sim- 
lar circumstances, Certain com- 
munities formerly belonging to the 
Turkish empire have reached a stage 
of development where their existence 
as independent nations can be recog- 
nized subject to the rendering of ad- 
vice and assistance by a mandatory 
until such time as they are abie to 
stand alone. These wishes of theso 
communities must be a principal con- 
sideration tn the selection of the man- 
datory. 

Other peoples, especially those of 
Central Africa, are at such a stage 
that the mandatory must be respon- 
the

religion subject only to the mainten- 
ance of public order and morals, the 
prohibition of abuses, such as the 
slave trade, the arms traffic and the 
liquor traffic, and the prevention of

There are territories, such as South- 
west Africa and certain of the South 
Pacific islands, which, owing to the 
eparseness of their population, or 
their remoteness from centres of civ- 
‘lization, or their geographical con- 
tiguity to the territory of the man- 
datory, and other circumstances, can 
best be administered under the laws 
of the mandatory as integral portions

(a). Will endeavor to secure and 


maintain fair and humane conditions 
of labor for men, women and child- 
ren, both in their own countries and 
in all countries to which the indus- 
trial and financial relations extend, 
and for that purpose will establish 
and maintain the necessary interna- 
tional organizations. 

(b) Undertake to secure just treat- 
ment of the native inhabitante of ter- 
ritories under their control. 

(c) Will entrust the league with 
the general supervision over the exe- 
cution of agreements with regard to 
the traffic in women and_ children 
and the traffic in opium and other 
dangerous drugs. 

(d) Will entrust the league with 
the general supervision of the trade 
in arms and ammunition with “the 
countries in which the _ cohtrol of 
their traffic is necessary in the com- 
mon interest.

able treatment, for the commerce of 
all membere of the league.
